Every perty functionsry has to make himself at once acquainte 

the exact wording of the emergency decree. The text of the 

decree is to be kept within easy reach in the Party Office. 

Every party member, regardless of nis position in the perty, will be 

immediately excluded from the party if he takes it into sis 

violete consciously tne regulations of the emergency decree 

tolerate or to approve of such offences.
